Since January of tliis year,, the Nat¬ 
ional Federation of Baitding Trade 
Opefaiivei has been negotiating with tJie 
employers for a iy6d, per hour pay 
ri&e. 

Harry Weaver. General Secretary of 
ihc N.F.BT.O,, ipeaking recemJy at 
ihc Anialgamated Society of Wood* 
wgrkerB^' conference, said, "if the em¬ 
ploye rt are not more forthcoming than 
ihey appear lo be then a (fiiuaiioji of 
the uuno^i gravity faces this industry. 
We may have to summon the loyalty 
of OUT membert to a greater extent 
than we have had (o da for some con 
^idcrable time past" 

Ho also «>polte of the daim for a 
40‘hour week. "We ibiiVk wc have 
made out a firit daw cave. We have 
thrown down the gauntlet on a 40-liym 
week and a very large wage da ini nl 
27^ ". 

Thill week the employeib have made 
a pay offer in the form of the now fanu- 
liar throe year contract. In November 
(hr* year, the employers offer for crafts- 
men a 2^4. un bouf rise. Next year and 
l%5 they w#ll get a rise tjf l)d. per 
iiotir. fhe laboyrcii, will get nothing 
for tho lint year and Id. an hour for 
the next I wo yean. The cnipluycrs offer 
alto indudet a cut of one hour to 41 
hours in the working week in the wnner 
monthi only. The summer months 
would reran in at 42. A promise uf u 
40 hr, “winter only ’ might be offered 
taler. 

This is the resuU of nearly six nmnthji 


of talks. The day these talks began, 
a freezing cold day in January, building 
workcrsi stopped work or individually 
took the day off to support their claims. 
They marched to the Headquarters of 
the Employers Federation in Cavendish 
Street where the talks were being held. 
At thdr own meeting after the march, 
they expressed their support for any 
action to hack the demands of their 
unions. 


building workers in Scotland getting the 
40 hour week in November, is the lime 
to hit ibe employers, taking action to 
win an all-round 'pay increase and a 
40-hour week. 


MINERS STRIKE 


These offers of crumbs by the em* 
ployers should be rejected. Not only 
are they way off tJie claim, but they 
increase ihc pay dilfcrcniiab between 
cniftainen and labourers. The reason 
given for this is that it to allract 
apprentices to Ihe rmiustry. Whui is 
realty needed is the eluding of the lUi 
ferentiaU for ihe work of Uie labourer 
IS equally tmporlanL as that ut the 
crafisraan. Today* wUh new met hods of 
building. Iho labourer is playing un even 
more important part and incieased know 
ledge and skill are required ot him. 


Coal miners in Japan staged at 24-houf 
strike this week. They are demanding 
a wage increase of £5 per month. As 
talks over the increase are deadlocked, 
the Federation of Coalmine Workers* 
Unions have called this strike. It affec^ 
ted IQ of the biggest companies which 


together produce about 80% of Japan's 
coal. 

At this lime, while miners arc striking 
for wage increases employers arc trying 
to introduce plans to cut costs. One 
firm. The Mitsui Mining Company, is 
trying to cut miners wages by 10% as 
welt as stopping summer and end of the 
year bonus payments. Other plans for 
the rationalisation of production give 
rise to the fear of unemployment in 
Japan’s depressed coal industries. Here, 
as in other countries, with new and 
cheaper fuel rep lacing coal, it U the 
workers who bear the brunt of these 
changes. 

Further strikes are planned if the 
miners' demands are not met. starting 
with one of 48 hours which will then 
lead to further stoppages of longer 
duration. 


FARM WORKERS SEEK BEHER CONDITIONS 


The b»B building firms have rcporicU 
full order books and with a backlog of 
work from the winter months, cvery- 
thuig b in the building workcr’i favour. 
This is the lime to pten demands. This 
is the time to take action. Action wilt 
nut be taken by Weaver and the heads 
of the building unionf but must be laken 
by the union members. 


We have seen chances in the past, 
when the time fi»r action was ripe, that 
have Ireen miascd. Now, wiUi the 


Ttie hours of work and raters of pay 
of llfiiain'fi farm workers have been 
described by Mr. Collison, general sec¬ 
retary of iho National Union of Agri¬ 
cultural Workers, as "an injustice and a 
disgrace.” 

The union ts presenitng a tiaint later 
this month, for a £t0 minimum wage 
and a dU-hour week. Al the moment 
the miuimum wage is £9 Js. for a 46* 
hour week, Wuh these long hours and 
poor puy, it is estimated that the farm 
employee works tour hours more and 
takes home about £4 Us. less each week 
than the avefago industrial worker. 

Since 1949, six claims have been made 
for a cut in hours and out of these only 
one has had any sort of success, when 
in 1960, a one hour reduction was 


achieved to bring the wLxking week 
down to the present 46 hours. Since 
then the farm worker has dropped fur- 
iher behind the industrial overage which 
IS now about 42 hours per week. 


These conditions arc certainly an in- 
Justico and a disgrace. They show that 
priorities are upside down for the very 
people producing the basic necessities 
for life are one of the lowest paid. The 
farm workers' union has made claims 
for higher wages and better conditions 
but they have only remained as clairm. 
Nothing has been done to back these up. 
Some form of direct action is needed, 
taken by the farm workers themselves, 
if they are to win these demands.

U Chris RDSff, as an anarchist, op 
poses I he violence of the sUUc, does he 
noi real^c ihal to counter with Violence 
puts him as much m the wrong as those 
whom he is atiacicing? Jf he betieses. 
as I do, that war is the health of the 
State, jburely it is impossible not to see 
that violent instincts of the ‘masses' will 
always be used by the state to continue 
its wars, and that violent revolution has 
not appeared so far 10 be at alE com¬ 
patible with the achievement of the free 
society. (Consider the Russian rcvcilu- 
lion—as Lady Bracknell sajd of 
another re volution, 1 presume you know 
what ihm unfortunate movement led to). 

Surely one of the basic principles of 
anarchism (one which 1 think most anar- 
chist^ agree with most of the lime) is 
ihai the ends cannot be separated from 
the means. If Comrade Rose wants a 
violeiii revolution he had better start 
his violence now. or the society he 
hopes to achieve by violence will never 
tome about. On the oihcr hand, 1 
agree that there is no point in violence, 
which is ’oompleiely usdess tactically', 
but I cannot understand when, in the 
piocess of anarchist education of the 
‘masses', violence becomes one of our 
moit useful tactics'. 

He says that ‘we must concentrate on 
winning over the masses of the people. 
Until we do this violence is useless'. 1 
contend that when we do this violence 
will be unnecessary.

Under the influence of scenes in 
childhood, and of the study of history. 

I became an anarchist early in life (when 
about sixteen) Yet 1 never endorsed 
the notion that violence was the way lo 
freedom, for in my eyes it always leads 
to disaster. 1 iherefore came to believe, 
what some young people are more and 
more staling in our days (for instance 
John Whitfield in No, 27 of Anarchy). 
that there is a correlation between a 
free society and a non-violent society. 
That, in fact, pacifism and anarchism 
must merge, as they long ago have done 
in my mcnialiiy and outlook. 

I have looked forward for a synthesis 
ol pacifism-anarchism for years; of re¬ 
cent times 1 have felt that, at last, it 
was taking shape. Therefore 1 rejoice 
since, for me, the anarchist who believes 
in violence is the black sheep of the 
family, no matter how brave he may 
be, which he always is. How^ever. if I 
avoid the anarchist who believes in 
violence in the oldTashioned style, this 
type of anarchist i$ the one which I 
think is disappearing. 1 mean the rebel 
who opposed violent governments and 
militaristic autocracies by nteans of 
home-made bombs and political assass¬ 
ination. We now^ live in a new age of 
synthesis, or so I believe; so wc have 
to be careful how we speak of the brave 
young people who ,at present, oppose 
nuclear weapons and—so 1 hope—will 
soon oppose all armamenis. 

lu marches such as this year’s Alder* 
fflimr rf fLbo.nrtzrJ^nu, rPiiUn 

not resist the temptation to go and have 
a look at an RSG establishment, I cam 
not blame them. !t seems rather unfair 
to reprimand them for violence, for even 
the Home Secretary, who classed this 
event under the strong and ridiculous 
appellation of “stomiiiig” the site, esti¬ 
mates the damage done to be £2. Pcrace 
Ach'j, when meniioning this bill and the 
sciilemcni of it, does not comment on 
the figure. But the same number of 
the paper gives us an estimate of whai, 
for instance, the Victman w^ar has cost 
in lives and dollars In the Iasi 8 years 
and still goes on. "The weekly toll of 
people killed runs to 500”, and no 
damage is paid to the relatives, let alone 
bringing life back lo I he dead. What a 
contrast in violence and cost! 

We must retain a sense of proportion. 
1, for one, have great admiration for 
modern youth who so bravely face the 
disorderly crowd of militaristic rulers 
Nevertheless I add. try not to break 
even one lea-cup if you can help it. For 
the breakage may cost you—both finan¬ 
cially and spiritually—more than the 
bill the Home Secretary sent for damage 
at Warren Row.

Statement 
from Bristol 


CINCE last Easier Monday the anar¬ 
chists in Bristol have grouped to¬ 
gether and formed the Bristol Federation 
of Anarchists and I have been asked to 
outline our structure and activities up 
till this pomi. 

The first meeting of about 20 people, 
some anarchist some sympalhisers, 
agreed to select four convenors by lot, 
changing one each month. The adminis¬ 
tration of the Federation to be devolved 
upon them tor iuch points as the seUing 
of FREiitx.>M, funds, convening meetings, 
etc. The convenors meet weekly m The 

■ ufum 

lions and co-ordinate the Federation's 
acuvilles. Ihe,second meeting showed 
a considerable increase |rv attendance 
and was vigoufuusly in favour of non- 
Violence with one or two exceptions. 

Since one of our main problems Is 
finance, there have been two ways we 
hav attempted lo make ourselves finan¬ 
cially stable. Firstly by sate of litera¬ 
ture and secondly by a pledge system 
asking each anarchist to donate what he 
feels he can give, be it 6d. or 6/- regu¬ 
larly each week. 

We are having considerable success 
in attracting people in the Commitiee 
of too. and to some extent CND. Since 
most of them are, or were, anarchist 
in belief if not in name, the going has 
been not too ditlicuii. Wc arc thinking 
along more ambitious lines now and 
hope to speak in the parks and shopping 
centres, selling Freedom and other pub¬ 
lications. 

For the first tunc, as far as know, 
IQ Bristol, the Anarchist banners march¬ 
ed on the May Day rally and received 
mention on ihc television. Wc held our 
own short rally in opposition to the 
Labour Party, who seemed to have little 
cogent reasoning coming from the plat- 
form* Eventually we seemed to have 
a more sympathetic and larger audience 
than the so-called organisers. Wc car¬ 
ried our crcdeniials with us—a banner 
aiaimg '"On May 1st Four Anarchists 
Were Executed’'. Ji is probably the 
first lime that the Labour Party found 
out why they were marching. 

Wo vvuuld file to reject, on behalf 
of iun Vine, the accusation that he is 
''self-appointed convenor of the Briush 
Federation of Anarchists”. He was 
selected by lot in accordance with agree- 
mem and does a conscientious non- 
authoriLorian job of it loo, Wc arc an 
action grounp and resent implications 
needlessly foisted on us by Ictier-wrrtin^ 
inactive comrade, 

Wu are at the niomeni gaining strength 
slowly but surely. 1 led the time has 
come to form the English Federation 
of Anarchists and hig^ * confer¬ 
ence was organised and above all, that 
an all-oui attempt (S made by the anar¬ 
chist groups to gel the resources to 
stage dentonstrufi^^^ activities

Secondly. I did not orightme the 
distinction between violence and force. I 
came across it elsewhere and thought it 
an idea worthy of discussion, ! sup- 
pose thot the concept is open to abuse 
largely because of the violent con¬ 
notations of ''force” in most people's 
minds. But wc do use the words 
separately, viz. 'Tl takes considerable 
force lo open a jammed door." Perhaps 
1 was also asking loo much in hoping 
that I could get away with the word 
'love"; but I still maintain that one 
can oppose an individual who i$ mis¬ 
guided enough to work for the Slate 
witiuru! hating his gut's! 

The whole tone of comrade Hcnir'^ 
letter is violent and cyncal. No doubt 
there are advantages in being anii- 
Uiopian, but one disadvamnge is that it 
makes one negative, i am far more 
concerned wtih ihe constructive pos¬ 
sibilities of the anarchisi point of view 
than the bomb-throwing side. Perhaps 
he is a veteran anarchist, while a.s yet I 
am not; perhaps he is right in saying 
that in the ulumate resort non-violence 
fails; but he must at least rcaUsc that 
viotence breeds violence, and that left- 
wing violent revolutions fail too (yes, 
even Castro's Cuba is failing now!) 1 
would at least suggest that, before he 
hurls personal insults at me, he should 
read Albert Camus' analysts of the 
violent anarchist standpoint in '"The 
Rebcr, the foreword of which was 
written by Herbert Read,

Encyclopedia of Russia 


’“EVERYMAN^S CONCISE ENCYC¬ 
LOPEDIA OF RUSSIA", by S. V, 
Utechin, J* M, Dent and Sons, 
Lid., 30s. 

X_jO\V to review an encyclopedia? To 
check up on every enlry would 
require as much knowledge as, or rather 
more knowledge than the original com¬ 
piler. This the present wTiter cannot 
claim* However there are some aspects 
of Russian history of particular interest 
to anarchists. The entry on Makhno, 
Nestor^ hanovich (1889-1935) reads: 

"Ukrainian anarchist leader. Impri¬ 
soned for a terrorist act in 1907, he was 
released after the February revolution 
of 1917, He organised a gang in the 
southern Ukraine during the civil war, 
composed of peasants who disitked 
both the Red and White rides; hi$ raids 
involved great violence, and. although 
he condemned anti-Semitism* pogroms 
and great brutality. He was temporar¬ 
ily allied with the Red Army in 1919 
and 192U and his movement operated 
legally in Soviet territory, but soon dis¬ 
cord developed between his band and 
iho Red Army; he was defeated, and 
emigrated.' 

Tho facts are not In dispute, but the 
prescnialion of them gives a false im¬ 
pression. Makhno is made to appear a 
meio robber by the use of the pejorative 
word "gang”* I love the phrase "peas¬ 
ants who disliked both the Red and 
While sides", which is a masterpiece of 
undcfs la lenient. U is a pity about that 
"discord” that devdoped between the 
Makhnovj$is and the Red Army (it con¬ 
sisted of wholesale arrests and shootings 
of Makhnovists. but a little Ihing like 
that should be taken in the right spirit)* 
As for pogroms and brutality, this 
was the universal practice of evcrione 


in that lime and place, whether ihe vic¬ 
tims were Jews, Reds, Whites, anarchisia 
or just non-poJitical people who hap¬ 
pened to be in the way. All wars arc 
the same. There is no such thing as a 
‘'gentleman's war", unless it is merely 
a dipfomalio manoeuvre of well-estab¬ 
lished and secure dynasties, 

Kropotkin and Bakunin get brief, in¬ 
formative and emotionally uncoloured 
entries. 1 was interested to note in 
passing, w'hilc looking up Bakunin, that 
the status of the illegitimate child 
called "fatherless”) was reintroduced m 
1944, which is in line with the general 
reactionary and patriarchal trend of 
Russian society since Stalin came to 
power* (Despite those women soldiers, 
and an occasional woman sea captain). 
One hopes that things are miproving 
now. 

The Crimean Tartars are described as 
being "deponed'* to .Asiatic Russia, 
which is putting it in a nice kind way. 
They were not included, we are told, in 
the 1957 decree on the rehabtliiaiiion 
of deported peoples. Perhaps because 
there are not enough of them left to 
make it worihwhilc. 

The Kronstadt Rising gets a line. We 
are told they rose but not why, though 
Ihe book i$ in no way biased in favour 
of the Bolshevik or Stalinist diciator- 
shtp. 

If you want to know about mines, 
railways, constitutions, juvenile ddm- 
quenis (the treatment of) and musicians, 
this is a useful book. There arc some 
good photographs. In a few more years 
Russia will have left the seventeenth 
century behind, and be ready to nnn 
the capitalist W^est in the glorious realm 
of subiopla.

Who will Investigate 

the House debates the 
question of Security next week 
we doubt whether they will include 
in their deliberdTions the position 
of M15. MI5 apparently knew all 
about the Profumo-Keeler associa- 
lion long before the Minis Leris 
denial in the House last March, for 
to quote Mr. W. T. RodgerS; 
Labour MP for Stockton : 

before thii date the Security Services, 
because of the connecliop between Miss 
Kcekr and the Russian aUscNI had ju- 
veatigated ihc whole mailer. Therefore 
on March 22 ciLber the Prime Minisicr. 
as head of the Security Services was 
aware of the facts, in which case ht 
was guilty of deceplitin and dishonesty, 
pf he was unaware of ihc facts, in which 
case ht was guilty of incompclcncc and 
neglect. 

Everybody, including the Prime 
Minister, is liable to be “invesjti- 
gaied" by Mi5, and if you believe 
in “Security" there can i-urely be no 
objection to this. But who invrati- 
^ics Ml5? Does the Prime Min¬ 
ister have a team of secret agents 
unknown to MI5 whose job it is to 
keep labs on MIS? By definition 
that IS impossible since the MIS nci 
is suppo^ to be all-comp rehens jve. 
Yet if it does exist bow can the 
Prime Minister be sure that his owm 
secret agents are ihenisclvcs above 
suspicion? The answer is that in 
the authoritarian, hierarchical, soc¬ 
iety; in a world divided by nation 
states, and inequalities within ihe 
nations themselves, where as a con¬ 
sequence the political life of ihe 
country is not conducted in ihe full 
light of day by all the people for 
the benefit of all— tu)bij(ly in the 
final analysis can be trusted and 
everybcfely comes under suspicion. 


oped a social conscience and were 
deiermined to help the Labour Party 
win the next elections. One can 
therefore only conclude that the 
ami-MacmUlan press is indicative 
of a revolt in the Tory hierarchy 
for reasons best known to them. We 
can only speculate. 

We know, and everybody delights 
in painting to the fact, that the 
working "masses” are weak beciiuse 
they are divided. The same people 
assume, and we do not share their 
assumption—that the ruling class is 
closely kmit by common interests 
and purpose. The evidence, we 
suggest, is quite the contrary. The 
capitalist class is as divided by 
sectional interesTs as is the working 
class, (Over the Common Market 
issue, for instance, there were as 
many leading industrialists opposed 
to Britain's entry as in favour- 
hot h factions, needless to say, were 
motivated by the highest "pairicnic 
senlimems”). This division in the 
capitalist camp is one which work¬ 
ers should do their best to exploit 
and widen if they can. The fact 
that the millionaire Press in its at¬ 
tack on Macmillan is prepared to 
lose the next elections for the Tories 
is indicative of the rift in the capi¬ 
talist camp as well as the power 
struggle Within the Party itself. We 
suggest, however ihai this also 
means that so far as these Tory 
"desperados” are concerned the 
Wilson alternative appears a lesser 
evil. More food for thought for 
those workers who pin their faith 
in Labour! 


the Investigators ? 

The army of invesligaiors that 
has to be created by such a society 
to “protect” itself is colossal. M 
is not just in the sphere of national 
security that we have to be "pro¬ 
tected”. Every commercial and 
industrial enterprise has to protect 
itself from employee,^ who would 
undermine it at all levels. The 
honesty of every shop assistant has 
to be checked periodically by all 
kinds of investigators: book-keepers 
and accountants must know I hat 
their accounting may at any moment 
be investigated: factory workers 
never know who may hi w^atching 
iheni at work; or when they will 
be "frisked” as they leave the fac¬ 
tory: customs oflicers search the 
travelling public, but also know ihat 
at any lime they too may be search’ 
ed. This huge pyramid of investi^ 
gators, apart from ibe fact that it 
can never be proof against its worst 
enemy: comiprion, sows the seeds 
of suspicion throughout the com- 
munjiy. 

The relevance of the foregoing 
to the task of propagating such 
idccis as anarchism, which are based 
on mutual aid. mutual trust and 
respect, is, in this wriieris opinion 
fundamental. We must demon¬ 
strate convincingly the arlilicial 
nature of the mutual suspickms 
which keep mankind divided and 
encourage people to publicly expose 
whenever it is possible the "investi¬ 
gators” in their midsi. Bu( above 
all we must convince them that 
suspicion, envy and corruption will 
never di.sappeiir from our midst 
until we destroy all authoritarian 
systems of government which breed 
them.

This 
is an honest play, yet one recalls with 
greater pleasure a film by Bunud. where 
the same subject of mdiU antagonism 
sviis handled with great dignity* "Black 
bastard", says the white man. "White 
trash", replies the black man. They are 
equals. They took at esch other un*^ 
flmchingly. By all means sec ’The 
Scavengeni". hut also seek out "Island 
of Shfime" as* an antidote.

The demonstralofs arrested on lllh 
May were charged under Section One 
oi the 1911 Act.

Act. These charges were later with¬ 
drawn, and fresh chargejj were made 
under Section Three of the 1920 Act. 
This deals with obstructing membeTs of 
the services or the police ncai a pro¬ 
hibited place, and carries a majiimuni 
penalty of 2 years (on eunvictmn on 
indicirneiitl or of 3 months and/or £50 
(in summary conviction). 

The demonstrators arrested in 18th 
May were charged with simple obstruc- 
tiou of the police, Thciie charges were 
also later withdrawn, and fresh charges 
agiim made under SecUon Three of the 
1920 Act. Nearly all the demonstraturs 
were U:icd summarily, so the charges be¬ 
came relatively very light.

Against Finality 

Dear Editors, 

There seem three kinds of issue raised 
in J.K. R,'s reply (Fiie£DOm, 18/5/63) to 
my cfitici&ms (20/4/63) of his article 
(15/1/63). 

First, he believes I misunderstood 
what he wa$ getting at. Readers inler- 
ested in that can refer back to his 
article and mine; i will coniine myselt 
here to making clear what 1 mean by 
"latent authoritariaaism". if you be¬ 
lieve, as J.K.R. does, that the purpose 
of education "should be to allow the 
individual to develop to the full his 
potentialities for good", and if you 
claim, as J,K.R. does, that money can 
ultimately be dispens^jd with *‘sincc all 
essential goods would be freely available 
to air, then you are introduclne the 
notions of judgment and authority* Who 
will judge whaf 1s 


Who will ailawl (Incidentally, why 
cafiT education jusi aim at producing 
children who arc literate and have some 
understanding of a few scholarly or 
sekniihe disciplines?) 

Secondly, J.K.R. stales lhal hts pro¬ 
posals atienipicd to be "a consensus of 
anarchist aims and actions' which would 
be helpful in answering such questions 
as "But what is omsuc/i/iw?" Of whose 
"aims and actions** are J.K.R.'s propo¬ 
sals a consensus? Certainly not of the 
seven anarchists Eitzbacher discusses. 
If the proposals really are a consensus, 
then the "aiins and actions** they sum¬ 
marize arc those of only a section of 
past and present anarchists. 

However, the wish to give colicrent 
ojiswers to inquiries is a laudable one. 
Ail of us face the uninformed inquirer 
sometimes. Here is how 1 would go 
about an answer: 

(1) Summarily outline some of the 
ideas of some of the leading anarchist 
thtAkers, without attempting lo give 
the hiipreiislon that ail the ideas me 
consistcnl with each olUcr or with social 
fact. 

(2) Point to anarchist societies which 
have acLually existed. A great many 
prifiuiivc societies are anarchies; per hup 
many "intentional communities" are too. 
These du show that, at least in certain 
citcumsiunces, there can I:h; viable anar- 
cfMst societies. lAro the people in them 
happy, let alone happier ilian people not 
tn tiicin? 1 don't clami to know. 
*Surcl> the point liere is that an anarchy 
IS a society without the state, that coiih 
plex of institutiunalized superordinaic- 
suboidinata lekiions sanciioned by 
legitimized force Wlnit bus happiness 
to do with itV). 

(3) SuutmaiiJy outline what (hose who 
call themselves anarcliAis ure doing ni 
huvo dune, again nut aitenpinig lu give 
Ihd impression that alj Ihese actions are 
cunsisieni. 

Thirdly, J K.k, wonders whether I will 
"give us‘ the non Tutor 1 ST, etc, artai- 
chiifii for which J expressed a wish. 
Ala^! so much cannot be hoped foi yel. 
But indications of such an anarchism 
arc to be luund in scattered sources. 
For instance, ihete arc tieoige Molnur's

Again, while W'oodcock admits that 
the known facts concerning Sumer's life 
are “scanty and pathetic", this Joes not 
stop her from having such an mtimutc 
know ledge of SLirner's character that he 
can say that Stirncr's vad existence was 
due not to "ill-luck", but to "some flaw 
of will" This is long-range psycholo¬ 
gical analysis with a vengeance and ts a 
good demonstraiion of how paihcuc one 
can gel on the scanty. 

Hjs approach to other indivIduaUsts 
—with the exception of the W^arren- 
Tucker school in the U.S ,.\.—h equally 
slapdash and even more arbitrary. The 
individuaUst comes out as the villain 
of the piece and can hardly be men¬ 
tioned without dark muuerings about 
"Violence" and "terrorists ". 

In dealing with the Italian indtvidual- 
isia, for instance, he repeals without 
query (at least in the American edilion 
of hli book) the story of the shooting 
of Maltuesta by ““a certain Ciancabilla' 
which appeared ui Max Nomad's “ Rebels 
and Renegades**. This story was naikd 
years ago in Marcus GriLbam’s journal 
Mon/ and Nomad himself aJmilM it 
to be WTong as far as Ciancabilk was 
concerned. 

It Italy itself the individualists only 
appear as “'terrorists' embarrassing 
Mala testa by acts of violence. How 
Woodcock's law-abiding, \var*supperung 
readers will be shocked by these tcirible 
'^egoists'* who appear to have had no 
ideas and no activities outside of assosj- 
ination I 

The French individualists fare no 
beller. He docs not bother to discuss 
their ideas or their lives, but spends 
the few lines he devotes to the subject 
describing the illegalisni of the Jacob 
and Bonnot “gangs". Who would have 
thought lhal the individualists produced 
a literaiure, philosophies. communitJCS“/ 
Jiathe them in blood and dismiss diem 
as terrorists! 

All of this is a great pity, because 
Woodcock does raise some ^ery perti¬ 
nent quesiions regarding anarchism. 
But his failure to do justice to the indi* 
viduaUsts, his lack of understanding of 
those who reacted with violence against 
an oppressive milieu, only throw doubt 
on the integrity of his scholarship and 
bong into the light his lui-tutting 
nioralism.
